48 YEARS FROM OHIO TO MISSOURI! 
(From the Cleveland Plain Dealer) 


On February 10, 1897, the Plain Dealer, 
then in its 56th year—now in its 104th— 
had occasion to address a piece of mail to 
Box 787, St. Louis. This piece of mail was 
delivered last Thursday to the Industrial 
Relations Bureau, 405 Fullerton building, 
St. Louis, apparently the present renters 
of Вох 787. 

Fred W. Bender, president of the Indus- 
trial Relations Bureau, mailed it back to 
the Plain Dealer, saying: “We sincerely 
hope this letter reaches you before 1995." 

Since the piece of mail was sent by the 
Plain Dealer, postmasters in St. Louis have 
come and gone as they do in other cities. 
since then, too, St. Louis has had built a 
new post office. 

The pieces in question yesterday were 








submitted to postal inspectors here, and 
they were unanimous in their declaration 
that the piece of mail had been mailed 
from here in 1897 and delivered this week. 
The delay they could not explain. Their 
only quip was: “Well, 
wasn’t it?’

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Dietz & Nelson's British Columbia & Victoria Express 


by GERALD E. WELLBURN 


In the article on Wells Fargo & 
Co. Express in British Columbia 
in recent issues of POPULAR 
STAMPS, mention was made of 


Dietz & Nelson’s British Columbia 
and Victoria Express. This express 
was the connecting link between 
Wells Fargo’s Express which operat- 
ed between Victoria and California 
and the outside world, and Barnard’s 
Cariboo Express which operated to 
the gold mines in the interior of 
British Columbia. 

In October 1862 George Dietz and 
Hugh Nelson bought out “Billy” 
Ballou, who had established the first 
mail-express company in British Col- 
umbia in June 1858 (Ballou’s Pion- 
eer Fraser River Express). Ballou 
was forced to withdraw when the 
Colonial goverment awarded the 
official mail contract to his chief 
competitor, F. J. Barnard. 

Dietz and Nelson entered the ex- 
press business with the full co-oper- 
ation of Barnard, who undertook to 
“share the mail contract with them. 
An arrangement was made whereby 
they were to operate in the lower 
mainland territory which was served 
by steamers running from Victoria 
on Vancouver Island, across the 
sound to British Columbia and up 
the Fraser River to Yale; and also 
on the Harrison Lake and Douglas 
portage route to Lillooet. Barnard 
was to connect with them at Yale 
and Lillooet, and to operate wagons 
and ‘stages on the Cariboo Road to 
the northern mines. 

Dietz & Nelson also undertook to 
aet as agents and  forwarders for 
Wells: Fargo & Co. and shared their 
office with them on Lower Yates 
Street, Victoria. 

In early 1863 ribbon-type franked 
envelopes, with wording “Dietz & 
Nelson's British. Columbia & Victor- 
ia Express" were introduced by the 
company. A Colonial postal tax of 
212d was required to be paid on all 
such envelopes, and those  originat- 
ing in Victoria were usually hand- 
stamped in blue with the Victoria 


Post Office “Royal Arms” frank; 
those originating in New Westmin- 
ster (the mainland capital) were 
usually handstamped with the oval 


New Westminster Post Office frank 
in red or black. 


Wells Fargo & Co. covers were al- 
so printed in addition with the Dietz 
& Nelson’s ribbon frank, and were 
used for express letters from British 
Columbia to the United States. 

In May 1864 the mainland Colony 
changed its postage rates and re- 
quired that postage stamps be plac- 
ed on all letters carried by Dietz & 
Nelson and other expresses. (For a 
time one 2%4. postage stamp paid 
the three pence postage between 
New Westminster and Victoria, and 
two 2%. stamps paid the six pence 
postage to the interior of British 
Columbia. In November 1865 a 
British Columbia 3d. stamp replaced 
the 2%4. stamp which had been 
used аз a provisional 34. for nearly 
two years. 

The Colony of Vancouver Island 
continued to use handstruck franks 
on Dietz & Nelson’s letters until 
early in 1866 when the Vancouver 
Island stamp issue came into use. 

In addition to the Colonial postage 
stamps, a number of Dietz &  Nel- 
son’s covers bear Barnard’s Cariboo 
Express PAID or COLLECT adhes- 
ives, as all Dietz & Nelson’s letters 
destined to the upper country Ъе- 
yond Yale and Lillooet were deliver- 
ed by Barnard’s Express. 

A large circular handstamp was 
used by Dietz & Nelson, and is usal- 
ly found struck in blue оп letters 
carried by them. It was also used to 
cancel Colonial postage stamps and 


Barnard’s adhesives. In addition 
Small ova] PAID, COLLECT and 
FREE handstamps were used, the 


first two occasionally being found 
as cancellions on British Columbia 
stamps. 

Dietz & Nelson’s Express also 
had its own adhesives, printed in 
black on red coated paper in small 
sheets of four different types. These 


6— 
were not used in quite the same 
manner as  Barnard's PAID and 


COLLECT adhesives, but мете in 
the nature of registration stamps. 
A letter of value entered separately 
on the way-bill would be distinguish- 
ed by an adhesive “Forwarded by 
Dietz & Nelson’s Express" on the 
envelope. 

For five years the British Col- 
umbia mail contract was held jointly 
by Barnard and Dietz & Nelson, un- 
til in December 1867 Barnard bought 
out Dietz & Nelson and continued 
the whole undertaking as “Barnard’s 
British Columbia Express." 

Dietz and Nelson's next venture 
was to successfully operate a  saw- 
mill on Burrard Inlet, not far from 
where now stands the city of Van- 
couver. 

Hugh Nelson, Esq. is recorded in 
the history of British Columbia as 
the fourth Lieutenant Governor of 
the Province, 1887-92, but it is not 
generally remembered that this is 
the same man, who, as expressman 
and messenger handled so much of 
the treasure and mail-matter during 
the stirring gold-rush days of the 
Colony. 


—— 


BARNARD’S CARIBOO EXPRESS 


Since commenting on the cuts of 
BARNARD'S EXPRESS adhesives 
in July-August POPULAR STAMPS, 
some further interesting points have 
been noted. 

In the early Scott’s Catalogues 
Barnard’s adhesives were listed as 
United States locals, and were illust- 
rated with very similar cuts to those 
in the recent issue of POPUAR 
STAMPS. The measurements, width, 
height, size of letters, ete are the 
same in both cases, but the Scott’s 
illustrations show a finer and clean- 
er printing. 

As already pointed out, these il- 
lustrations are of Counterfeit Types 


C2, which have the words “BAR- 
NARD’S and “PAID” and “COL- 
LECT" in serifed capitals, whereas 


the genuine Barnard's have combin- 
ations of serifed and  sans-serifed 
types. 

My collection contains two groups 
of these forgeries, both very similar, 
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and with the same measurements, 
the first group being almost identical 
to the euts in POPULAR STAMPS, 
and the other, being almost exactly 
like the illustrations in Scott's. 

The POPULAR STAMPS cut of 
the *PAID" adhesive shows a ragged 
frame and repairs to lower left cor- 
ner. The forgery оп red surfaced 
paper has these same defects, but 
the *X" of “Express” does not show 
the filling as does the magazine illus- 
tration. 

The *COLLECT" forgery on green 
surfaced зарег is very similar to tne 
magazine illustration, except that 
the letters are cleaner, and the two 
"ss" of “Express” are better formed. 

The second “PAID” forgery оп 
rea paper, is so exactly like the il- 
lusivation in Scott’s catalogue, that 
J would guess that both were print- 
ed from the same cut. 

The other *COLLECT' forgery on 
green paper, is so much like the 
Scott's illustration, that again both 


might have been -printed from the- 
same cut. 

Now, back in 1885 (the date of 
the catalogue I have been  eonsult- 


ing) did Scott's just type-set ап il- 
lustration of а Barnard's adhesive— 


something similar to the original, 
not necessarily exact as to type? 
And did they sell cuts of stamps, 
which in this case, were used to 
print counterfeits ? 

Further, were subsequent  illust- 


rations copied from the early Seott's 
as seems to be the case of the cuts 
used by POPULAR STAMPS, and 
were these cuts also used for print- 
ing another lot of forgeries? 


Or, is there a genuine Barnard’s 
Express type, with the serifed 
“BARNARD” and serifed “PAID” 


and “COLLECT” which was copied 
for these illustrations and forgeries? 
Of course it still is remotely possible 


that some of the “counterfeits” 
themselves might turn out to be real 
genuine “Barnard’s. — Gerald Е. 
Wellburn.

counterfeits. Line cut illustrations print- 
ed in the old Scott’s catalog could have 
been reproduced by the skilled photo- 
engraver from the -printed page almost 
perfectly if not perfectly in size and ap- 
pearance whereas reproducting an illust- 
ration from a half-tone cut is so blur- 
red or mottled that it fools no one that 
is observing.

From the scissor department I take 
first а note in “BNA Topics” under the 
heading BNAPSHOTS by Click asking 
where certain viewcards formerly sold by 
The Canadian Philatelic Agency have dis- 
appeared to. The ‘inside information” 
on these certain cards is that they were 
withdrawn for the duration as they pict- 
ured certain vital military installations.

Much is recently being written in

It is an 
intriguing subject. Let’s move the sub- 
ject from “South of the Border” and see 
what we have here. Of course the prin- 
cipal subject of our stamps are members 
of the Royal Family. But—other certain 
living subjects have appeared on our 
stamps. Do you know who they are? For 
the best letter on this subject addressed 
to me I will make a presentation of a 
One Cent Royal Visit with inverted 
centre if I happen to run across one. Oh 
yes, stranger things have happened. 
that 


And speaking about subjects 
might appear on new Canadian stamps, 
how about Sir Robert Borden, our War- 


time Premier during the last Great War. 
Other personages have appeared. for less 
cause than his. 

Giving it a VERY rough guess I would 
say that 50% of the U.S.A. specialists 
who collect U.S.A., if they have a second 
choice, collect B.N.A. I never can under- 
stand why, if my proposition is correct, 
why more articles are not found in U.S.A. 
publications on Canada. Апа for that 
matter why more U.S.A. dealers do not 
advertise Candaian stamps. 

It wasn’t long after I first mentioned 
the two shades of the Ten Cent Mountie 
that they were advertised for sale. Did 
you notice? I would still like to hear а 
Teasonable explanation. I mean of the 
two shades—not the sale. 


Once upon a time there was a Philatel- A 


ic Literature Society with apparent head- 
quarters in Canada. Up till 1900 “Stamp 


Tribune” was the official publication 
but in January 1900 “The Philatelic Ad- 
vocate" (Starnaman Bros.) of Berlin, 


Ontario, received the nod as the society 
publication. I would like to get some in- 


formation on this old organization. Who 
can help? 

Of course the greatest organization of this 
kind was “The Philatelic Literature Soc- 
lety" of England existing thirty odd years 
азо. This society published its own 
journal which was without a doubt one 
of the most pretentious philatelic papers 
that ever existed. The membership was 
small and select and the “Journal of the 
Philatelic Literature Society’ was truly 
a labour of love. If you ever get hold of 
any keep them as they are very scarce. 

I would say that only half the interest 
in stamp collecting is what you have 
yourself. To me the other 50% interest is 
what the other fellow has. Recently the 
listing of holders of rarities have been 
appearing in the  philatelic press. No 
doubt this trend has been spurred on by 
the various Colonel Green sales. The in- 
verted centre Two Dollar Canadian bill 
stamp is a classic example. For instance 
who are the holders of the Canadian 
Twelve Pence? I know who has a great 
many. Who are the holders of pairs? Who 
are the holders of the only known four 
or five on cover? It’s an interesting sub- 
ject. Of thé lesser known rarities are 
there any more of the “Receipt for Reg- 
istered Letter’ cards shown at page 135 
of Jarrett's 1929 book? Or who can sug- 
gest something else?

Variety is the spice of stamp collecting, 
wrote Mr. K. N. Allen in the ‘Sydney 
Morning Herald’, and for that reason 
there are во many countless adherents 
throughout the world drawn to its ranks. 

One of the world’s most unusual stamp 
collections was for some time to be seen 
in a house in Sussex, England. There 
were in all 8,000,000 stamps festooned 
about the rooms. Every part of the house 
was covered with stamps, the walls, the 
ceilings, chairs, tables and streamers 
hung across the rooms, Many intricate 
designs were so formed, including a 
portrait of Queen Victoria, another of the 
Royal Arms, the Union Jack and the 
Eiffel Tower. The stamps were face-val- 
ued at £40,000. The originator of such a 
crazy collection was a Mr. R. Sharpe, who 
took 55 years to complete the idea. Orig- 
inally he pasted the stamps up as a joke 
in the early eighties, and in 1928 com- 
pleted the ‘decorating’, a few months 
before his death at 80 years. During its 
existence this  philatelic curiosity was 
visited by over 500,000 interested people. 
Decorated Car. 

In Wyoming, U.S.A., one collector had 
another queer idea for exhibiting his col- 
lection of stamps. On to the body of his 
luxurious car һе artistically gummed 
37,000 different stamps. These came from 
all countries, and were lacquered over 
with a transparent paint. 
surfaced were to ‘be seen thousands of 
choice specimens, out of the reach of the 
cadgzers. 

Papered His Library. % 

During 1892 it took the Late Мг. Whit- 
field King, of Ipswich,  Eng!and, three 
months, working 11 hours a day to wall- 
paper" his library, an area of 15ft by 13 
ft. The entire room was hàndsomely de- 
corated with stamps from all over the 
world, all unused. There were 61,242 ап 
told. 

Engraved on Headstone. 

Then there was the German collector 
who, not even in death wished to forget 
his stamps nor the pleasures they gave 
to him. On the headstone erected over 
his grave was engraven a reproduction of 
the famous triangular Саре of Good 
Hope stamp. “Thou Hast Entered Under 
The Sign of Good Hope" ran the inscrip- 
tion. 

Stamps Build School. 

The King George VI Empire Coronation 
stamps issued on May 12, 1937, were vot- 
ed the most popular of all British issues 
and provided the postal departments . of 
the Empire countries with welcome pro- 
fits. Proof of this is that the Barbados 
Colony authorised the immediate alloct- 
ion of £1,000 for the sole purpose of 
eracting à new school. The Cayman  Is- 
lands were however much better off 
with an extra £8,000. The result was that 
two thousand of the islands’ occupants 
were subsequently furnished with radio 
sets free of charge! 

University Stamp Course. 
Once upon а time stamp collecting 


Beneath ihe 


was considered а worth less hobby—in 
fact, by some, it still is. But, generally, 
nowadays, philately is of the foremost 
educational importance and its utility 
knows no bounds. Not so many years ago 
the University of Minnesota, U.S.A., in 
which country philately plays an import- 
ant part in the national life—included 
an extensive and comprehensive course 
of acedemic philately in its curriculum 
for collectors and would-be collectors. 


Semi-public Collection. 


The only semi-public collection of its 
kind in Australia and one that proves 
the effectiveness of concentrating inter- 
est on one particular type of stamp, 15 
that which is housed at the famous Таг- 
onga Park Zoological Gardens, Sydney. 
It is а noteworthy collection of 108 neat- 
ly mounted stamps of all countries bear- 
ing  characterisations of  ‘‘zooloogical’’ 
subjects, including mammals, birds, fish, 
repitles, etc. This collection was donated 
to the zoo authorities by Mr. J. W. Dov- 
of Rosevile, Sydney, the noted authority 
on zoological items in the stamp ‚мога 
and who himself possesses јр his own 
collection of 14.000 stamps of this nature 
220 “жоо” subjects and no fewer than 
1.109 lions. 


То Wed Sweetheart. 


In Holland some years ago, one Johann 
Karsen, endeavoured to pay his way to 
Australia per medium. of stamps. His aim 
was: to acquige as many stamps аз pos- 
sible through friends and interested 
people. A million was his goal, and when 
he bad secured that number, he intended 
to sell them to pay his passage. His теа- 
son for wanting to go to Australia was 
so that he could marry an Austraian girl. 
Dress Made of Stamps. 


A few years ago an American woman 


collector attended a fancy dress ball in 
ihe States in a garment decorated by 
30,000 different  postase stamps. These 


had been carefully pasted on to a muslin 
foundation by her own hands and formed 
various designs, An American eagle was 
complete in brown “Columbus” stamps 
with blue Revenue" ones. The “Stars and 
Stripes" of the American flag were com- 
posed of appropriatley coloured stamps, 
while the cuffs of the dress were of 
foreign issues, and а fan and mask com- 
prised hundreds more “Revenue” stamps. 
Business Through Exchange. 


Exchanging stamps can be sometimes 
expensive. Take the case of an English 
philatelist, who, in 1936, parted with his 
luxurious £2,000 car for a stamp collection 
worth £1,200. So many applicants did he 
receive that he said “Т could have done 
the deal twenty times over.’ А well 
known South Australian collector owns 
a two-storey mansion built through the 
proceeds of the sale of his wonderful 
collection of early New South Wales, 
Victoria, Queensland, Tasmania and New 
Zealand issues.

Eastern cities using 'BLACROUT" can- 
cels were Dartmouth, Halifax, Lockeport, 
Pictou, Quebec, Saint John, Sydney and 
Yarmouth. Blackout started at Saint John 
December 28th, 1942 and ended June 18th, 
1945. We presume it would be about the 
same for the other places (?) 

We know of the following slogans used 
at Saint John during the blackout per- 
iod: “CONSERVE COAL”, “CEILING PRI- 
CES", "AIR МАШ, SPEEDS BUSINESS”; 
also “HELP THE RED CROSS” and “OB- 
SERVE SUNDAY", the latter two we have 
only seen for 1945. Can anyone supply ad- 
ditional information? 

Can anyone give us more information 
regarding Canadian Post Office slogans 
used with roller cancellations? 

Another Canadian Floating Post Office 
has recently been wrecked. S.S. Distributor 
did a regular Post Office and money order 
business on Great Slave Lake for many 
years — had a regular post mark and also 
used a “ROYAL COMMEMORATIVE” Post- 
mark when the Duke of Athlone made his 
tour in 1942: “S.S. DISTRIBUTOR VICE 
REGAL TOUR”, in regular size circle. 

TELEGRAPH CREEK & WRANGELL 
MATL SERVICE” was another used about 
three times a year until 1942 on a steam- 
boat Post Office on the Stikine River from 
Telegraph Creek in B.C. to Wrangell, Al- 
aska, We have not seen it since 1942, prob- 
ably on account of regular airmail ser- 
vice. (More at a later date —iW.P.)

A cordial word of commendation for the 
excellent article by Wilsdon and Wat- 
mough in “P.S” for September. It dealt 
most interestingly with Canadian Marine 
Post Offices. These well-informed writers 
should give us more material. 

In “P.S? for October, Mr. Purkis says 
оп p. 16, that the last day for Pacific 
Coast Blackout Cancels was Sept. 4th, and 
he specifically mentions Prince Rupert as 
being amongst the cities adopting this 
limit. 'This is not quite correct, for I have 
just secured a Registered' cover originating 
in iMontreal, and addressed to Prince 
Rupert, arriving there on September 5th, 
1945. The Prince Rupert “blackout” is 
used as a backstamp and shows the date 
Sept. 5th very clearly. By the way the 
cover is notable as showing the following 


R.P.O. postmarks on the back: 

FT. WM. & W'PG. NO. 4. 

REGINA & NO. BATT. NO.1. 

NORTH B’FORD & EDN. NO. 1. 

EDM, & PR. GEO. NO. 5. 

The mileage represented by this fine ar- 
ray of Railway marks is no less than 1503 
miles, almost half of the entire journey. 
I wil give a fine R.P.O. on cover to the 
writer of the first letter received by me 
which gives the correct enumeration of 
the R.P.O. postmarks necessary to com- 
plete the journey from iMontreal to Prince 
Rupert. Shaw’s fine catalogue will make 
the task easy!

Guest speaker at the Т.Н. & B. dinner 
in the Royal York Hotel, Toronto, October 
27th, was Donald F. Lybarger, President of 
the American Philatelic Society. Bringing 
Greetings from the American society he 
also stressed the importance of organized 
philately and the encouraging of new col- 
lectors who, in the years to come, may be 
prepared to carry on where their elders 
leave off. He pointed out standards of 
practice fostered by the A.P.S. for better- 
ment of philately—the marking of faked 
items being one point. He spoke of the 
high record of uprightness in dealings 
among philatelists, but mentioned that 
every following or ‘business found a small 
number who sought gain by unethical 
practice. Organized philately is therefore 
a measure whereby rules and ideals are 
carried out that tend to make difficult, 
if not impossible, the practice of unethical 
gentry. 

Largest attendance of any Т.Н. & В. 
party was this latest event, For sixteen 
years it has been a semi-annual highlight 
enjoyed by senior stamp clubs of Тог- 
onto, Hamilton and Buffalo. Each city in 
turn becomes the locale of the dinner. In- 
corporated in the practice is an example 
of international goodwil and friendship, 
as is so aptly inscribed on а travelling 
shield that journeys back and forth on 
occassions of the dinners. This inscription 
reads: “This shall be to you a bond of 
friendship and a token of good fellowship 
for all time.’ This shield was brought 
back to Canada by the Buffalo club this 
fall. Next spring it will journey back to 
Buffalo when the dinner is ‘being held 
there. Such has been the practice for six- 
teen years—32 trips, each marked by a 
smaller silver shield, suitably engraved 
and attached to the larger shield. More 
correctly speaking, there are 31 silver 
shields and one golden shield, this latter 
marking the trip made in 1942 when Tor- 
onto Stamp Collectors’ Club marked its 
Golden Jubilee. 

Besides members of the clubs taking 
part, among those from a distance noted 
at the event, aside from Mr. lLybarger 
were Larry Shoemaker and Harry W. Plow, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, Rollin E. Flower, of 
Buffalo, N.Y., R. A. Jamieson, of Almonte 
and the publisher of “Popular Stamps”, 
and others, 

The event was presided over by B. K. 
Denton, President of Toronto Satmp Col- 
lectors’ Club, with Walter S. Bayley, mast- 
er of ceremonies for the amusement pro- 
gram. Table favors were multiple blocks of 
German inflation stamps. These were ov- 
erprinted under a picture of British and 
American flags: ‘‘The Best Flag Cancellat- 
ion on the World's Worst Stamps. Defeat 
Inflation. Buy 9th Victory Bonds". 

On Friday night previous & very success- 
ful auction sale was held and an interest- 
ing stamp exhibition and stamp bourse 
held forth on Saturday afternoon. 

At the dinner Mr. Lybarger presented a 
certificate for organization of Chapter No. 
1 Canadian Affiliation with the A.PS., 
which had been mooted by The Toronto 
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Stamp Collectors’ Club and backed by 25 
membership applications which were pres- 
ented to Mr. Lybarger at the dinner by 
Aubrey Kelson, oldest A.P.S. member in 
Toronto. 


PAYS $2,700 FOR 12d BLACK 


New York, Oct. 30.—Spencer Anderson, 
New York collector, tonight bought a Can- 
adian 1852 12-pence black postage stamp 
for ‘$2,700 at an auction in aid of the nat- 
ional war fund. The philatelic rarity had 
boen valued at $3,500 by its contributor, 
Alfred F. Lichtenstein, another local col- 
lector. Thirty-five other rare Canadian 
issues brought a total of $5,000—all selling 
above catalogue value.

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EARLY COMMEMS.
